Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jang 
(US5976093) or in the alternative under 35 USC1 03(a) as obvious based upon Jang et 
al in view of Leary et al (US5024234, of record with thelDS filed on 1-22-04). Jang et al 
teaches a rotatable and translatable ultrasound observation portion 204 and its lumen 
218, first guidewire lumen 212 distal to where the ultrasound observation portion is 
located and in an extension line in relation to second guidewire lumen 216 on the 
proximal side in relation to the transducer position. 

In the alternative, Leary et al augments Jang et al by showing that the 
proximal/distal guide wire lumen segments straddle the working or imaging area of the 
observation portion. (Meaning that applicants language is being construed more 
narrowly under this latter reasoning, since under broad interpretation, where the 
observation portion is translatable all that the claim calls for is that under some 
circumstance of longitudinal position of the observation portion the two-lumen 
relationship holds. )
